It is evident that the Argus does not 
clearly understand the situation. Those 
fellow-countrymen of ours who are being 
killed m Havana or driven to English 
men-of-war for protection, are white men 
It they were negroes, the Spanish authori- 
ties in Cuba would no more dare to lay 
the weight of their hands upon one of 
them than they would dare to go into a 
den of half-famished lions. But they are 
not negroes, and the government is hardly 
going to fritter away the energies of the 
navy in protecting whitemen. They can 
protect themselves, or get an English man- 
of-war to do it, or if they can't, it is their 
own affair. The government has other 
fish to fry. 

Among other things, it has to keep up 
its old habit of defranding the Indians. 
These Indians have been placed upon 
reservations, and the Government is 
pledged to see that they are left in undis- 
turbed possession of those reservatians. 
The business of an important branch of 
the government has been the making and 
the violating of these pledges. It has been 
carried on with great energy for many 
years, and has cost the people more 
than a hundred million of dollars and tens 
of thousands of lives. But the Govern. 
ment has never failed to get the reservations 
back again, as indemnity for all lonses 
sustained through a violation of its 
pledges. Many tribes of Indians are now | 
on reservations. Certain white men want 
to settle there too, and to this the Indians | 
object, which they have a perfect right to | 
do, as the land is their own. Ofcourse the | 
Government does not care what these | 
white men want to do or do not want to | 
do; that is their own exclusive business, |

to be remembered. At all events he 
wes on an express train, now flash- 
ing o'er the plains, now climbing the 
hills, and anon burying itself in the 
bowels of the earth, a roaring, snorting, 
puffing evidence of the progress of the 
age, and of the scientific weight of the 
puny hand of man which is able to govern 
such a flery, untamed steed. The feelings of 
the young man were locked in the recesses 
of his own bosom as he contemplated this 
wonderful development of the ingenuity of 
genius and the eating houses by the way- 
side, but lost in thought he leaned his head 
upon his protruded arm. There isa sharp 
whistle, a scramble for the brakes, the car 
shivers to the center as its side is rubbed 
and scraped by the object with which it 
comes in contact, and the contemplative 
young man’s arm is smashed.

Now 
u some one had cried to the hero of our 
story in his youth as he turned from his 
school books to retrace his steps to the 
play-ground, “Turn, Sram, ex- Attorney 
Genera] of the United States, and retained 
counsel in the widow Gainzs New Orleans 
case!’ he might have had all expenses paid 
as did the formidable Jannu au S. BLack, 
who had his arm mashed under the same 
circumstances. 

Again, Mr. Bosen tells us of a great fire, 
where, in the dead hour of night, the 
guests of a “leading hotel” were awakened 
from their peaceful slumbers and their 
souls affrighted by the hoarse cry of fire 
and the glare of spreading flames.

* Taxation. 

Tue advent of a new local admipistra- 
tion, with its number and varieties of new 
brooms, which, in municipalities as in 
other matters, are supposed to sweep clean, 


| aad the untried presence of a new charter, 


render the discuasion of taxes and taxa- 
ation more than usually interesting and 
important. 


Asa gwere! proposition, the fruit of 
taxation, judiciously expended, in country 
or town, is one of the very best invest 
ments a people can make. There is, how- 
ever, a great deal of complaint about taxre- 
tion. Inthe first place, the government 
taxes almost everything, and expends the 
revenue thus obtamed in a manner which 
is motonly open to attack, but which, as 
has been abundantly demonstrated, impov- 
erishes rather than improves the condi- 
tiom of the country; then the State levies 
@ tax, and the county, town and city fol- 
low suit. The aggregate, as the case now 
stands in this country, has become an al- 
most insupportable burden. As a conse- 
quence there are complaints; they are tre 
quent and emphatic, and come from all 
sections of the country. Notwithstand- 
ing this phase of the subject, a community 
may be taxed too lightly, and suffer 
far more in (this direction, how- 
ever. it may appear, than by any 
ordinary over-taxation. If roads are bad 
and streams are not bridged the tarmer 
suffers. His lands donot appreciate, and 
the products of his farm yield him but 
small profits, owing to the exira ex- 
pense incurred in getting them to market, 
with a levy of two cents upon a bundred 
dollars, the roads are in bad condition, 
and he must tord dangerous streams to 
reach a market. The trip requires more 
time and he is compelled to reduce the 
quantity taken; but, witha levg of four 
cents upon the hundred dollars, a very du- 
ferent state ot things appears. Lands 
worth five dollars an acre appreciate rap- 
idly. The farmer, with good roads and 
sate bridges, makes the trip to market in 
half the time required previously and 
doubles the quantity of the product car- 
ried; hence be has made an immense sav- 
ing by increasing his taxes 100 per cent, 
and there is seldom or never a complaint 
about taxes when the tak payer is able to 
see thet the revenues are judiciously ex- 
pended. What is true of the country is 
equally true of the city. If the city pays 
heavy taxes all that is necessary is to show 
that they have been applied for the public 
good, with economy in their collection. 
Louisville is taxed heavily for subscrip- 
tions made to railroads. Those subscrip- 
tions to-day are her glory and her strength. 
They have added millions to her wealth 
and commerve, and will go on increasing 
her wealth aud commercial power in an 
incalculable ratio. But for this wise, ume- 
ly, and hberal policy the city to-day 
would bave been a halt century behlud the 
age. ‘As tt is, she is in the van of the 
cities that are m sympathy with the spirit 
of enterprise, which is the distinguishing 
feato~e of the times. 

We are reaching out with our railroads 
to coal-flelds trom which we are to draw 
supplies of fuel for our engines and tur- 
naces, and enable manufacturers to com- 
pete with the most tayored cities of the 
country; and, in addition to this, opening 
up new markets tor our merchandise and 
manufactures. We must not, however, 
be mistaken in our position. We do 
not counsel extravagance. We are not 
the advocates of a mania for taxation. 
We recognize iully the importance of 
thorough investigation of all enterprises 
which impose burdens upon a willing 
people, but when these enterprises are 
calculated to extend the area of our com- 
merce, give us more direct communica- 
tion with the markets of the country sud 
ot the world—in such cases as these, we 
would lend a lielp'ng hand, because 
m so doing we help ourselves; city 
taxation, which, in addition to what 
we have said, improves the condition ol 
our thoroughfares, and thus enhances the 
value of real estate, isa public blessing. 
Taxation which gives a city elegant public 
buildings is a source of pride, and has a 
refining and clevating influence, and, be- 
sides, attracts people of wealth and cultare 
to our borders. Taxation which founds 
libraries for the whole population is an 
investment which pays immense dividends 
in the formation of good character and in 
the intellectual elevation of the masses. 
Taxation which plants new gas-lights tar 
out in the suburbs invites citizens to seek 
these localities for homes, and continually 
widens the area of the city and in- 
creases the value of unimproved real 
estate, thereby s upplying the means 
for extending this class of improvements 
The expenditure of money as we have 
indicated does not impoverish a city; on 
the contrary,it aids expansion and growth, 
and Louisville, we feel confident, by adopt- 
ing a liberal policy upon questions of this 
character, will find the people rallying to 
the support of those who inaugurate the 
policy or advocate it. 


The Democratic Ticket. 

Certain Republican wire-pullers among 
us are endeavoring to create the im- 
pression that there is some” dissatisfaction 
about the ticket pominated by the Demo- 
cratic County Convention last Satur- 
day. We can’t see it. The con- 
vention was in every respect legiti- 
mate, and everybody will admit that 
the ticket which it has given us is,in the 
main,a good one. Certainly, take it for 
all in all, we had no reason to expect a 
better one. And whilst individuals may 
feel disappointed m the failure of their 
aspirations, or the aspirations of their 
friends, the Democratic party as a body 
bas nothing to complain of. No one pre- 
tends to deny that there was a necessity 
for the assembling of a convention, and 
be is a bold man who says that the 
convention which assembled was 
not respectable and fairly conducted. 
More than this it would be idle 
to look for. The Republican wire 
pullers may as well save themselves the 
expense and the trouble of an “indepen- 
dent” ticket. It can’t be made to wm. It 
won't pay. But if they have a mind to try 
it, Why, we think we can entertain them 
ina very satisfactory manner during the 
time intervening between this and the 
August election.
